FRISCO A BALL OF FIRE.

Fire 
Chief Sullivan and Policeman Frenter were killed beneath 
the ruins. Thieves are already ransacking the ruins and 
soldiers are being rushed from the Presidio. Berkeley, the 
swell suburb across the Bay, the home cf a score of million- 
aires, is reported destroyed. San Francisco is a ball of 
fire. The Examiner and Call buildings will probably be 
afire within a few minutes. 


GREAT OCEAN WAVE PREDICTED.

They assert 
that all the differences between th'1 
miners and their employers have been 
decided by the strike commission, an-l 
that there is no reason why another 
attempt should be made to arbitrate 
them. Descilblng the previous steps 
of the two sides and commenting on 
the plans suggested by tlie miners, the 
operators aver that the miners ha\e 
rejected all the piopositions and tha* 
they have nothing further to offer.

Washington, April 18. — President 


Roosevelt transmitted to congress a 
special message relating to insurance 
legislation. Accompanying the men- 
fiage were the report and recommenda- 
tions of the Insurance convention heH 
In Chicago last February. Among tho 
recommendations is the draft of a bl'.i 
which congress in urged to enact Into 
a law with such amendments as it? 
wisdom may suggest. The president 
urges the enactment of the proposed 
measure. 


The bill recommended was drafted 


by amending the measure introduced 
In congress by Representative Butler 
Ames (Mass.). It provides for the es 
tablishment of an insurance bureau !u 
the department of commerce and labor 
and for the appointment of a commis- 
sioner who shall have no official con- 
nection with any insurance company 
or who shall not be Interested In the 
business of any company except as a 
policy-holder. The commissioner is 
required at least once In three years 
lo examine all companies doing busi- 
ness In the District of Columbia. If, 
upon the examination, tho commission- 
Sr is of the opinion that any domestic 
insurance company is insolvent or has 
exceeded Its powers, or is in any man- 
ner transacting business contrary to 
the provisions of this act. the bill pro- 
vides the commissioner shall lay tho 
'act before tho attorney general, who 
may apply to the supreme court of the 
district for an Injunction restraining 
ts further business. Under the same 
conditions he is authorized to revoke 
:he certificate of a foreign insurance 
company. A minimum capital htock 
of $f>0,000 Is proposed for accident 
companies and $100.000 for plate glass 
nnd elevator insurance, and $200,000
